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ASI elections loom, mudslinging begins 


Campaigning begins Friday, 
elections run April 28-29

The time to elect new representatives of 
Associated Students, Inc. is drawing closer 
as the official election packet was made 
available to students. 

The ASI election packet was released 
March 15 and will be accessible until 
Friday. The packet outlines the rules and 
requirements for candidates running for 


director and executive office. 

The 2004 General Elections will be held 
on April 27-28 and candidates will have 
exactly a month to campaign before 
Election Day, as the official opening of 
campaigning begins Monday. 

One major alteration to the election 
code is that students are now unable to pull 
funds together and campaign under one 
logo. 

The spending limits of candidates for 
board of director and executive positions 
have also: changed. The maximum spend-

rized release of his financial 
records, 

The editors of The State 
Hornet received an anonymous 
letter on March 12 containing pri- 
vate financial information about 
Wood, The copies of Wood’s 
financial records were all marked 
with the Sigma Phi Epsilomt 
insignia. 

Wood was a member of the 
fraternity until May 2002. 

The anonymous writer identi- 
fied himself only as “a concerned 
CSUS student ... concerned that 


the leadership of ASI is having 
trouble managing themselves in 
an appropriate fashion.” 

This “concerned student’s” 
actions would have been illegal 
under the Privacy Act of 1974 if 
Wood’s full social security num- 
ber had not been blackened out on 
the documents. 

The act states, “No agency 
shall disclose any record of which 
is contained in a system of records 
may by any means of communi- 


cations to any person, or to anoth-

undergoes face-lift

Students who enjoy the relaxed 
sit-down customer service arrange- 
ment in the Career Center will soon 
receive the same experience in the 
Financial Aid Office’s reception 
area. 

The remodeling of the Financial 
Aid Office began on Feb. 9 as part 
of a university-wide goal to make 
campus services more inviting. 
Linda Clemons, director’ of the 

office of financial aid, said the 
office’s reception area has been 
designed to function like that of the 
Career Center. 

Robin Lovering, manager of 
project design and development for 


Facilities Management, said that 
before construction began, the 
Financial Aid Office’s reception 
facilities consisted of two service 
windows that looked sterile and 
unwelcoming. 

“Hopefully everyone can be 
accommodated in this room,” 
Lovering said. 

Clemons said that before, stu- 
dents had to check in at one of the 
windows across from the Student 
Financial Services Center; then wait 
in the hallway to be called into the 
office by a counselor. 

Clemons said she wants an area 
where students can sit down with- 
out being in the hallway. She said 
she thinks making the reception

Capital Public Radio remains off-limits to students

Capital Public Radio has relocated to the 
Sacramento State campus, but their micro- 
phones will remain silent for students. 

It has been over a year since construction 
began on the southeast corer of the Sac 
State campus to house Capital Public Radio. 
What had originally begun as a student-run 
radio station a quarter-century ago is now a 
multimillion-dollar “non-profit” business. 

“We are not here to program for the stu- 
dents,” said Michael H. Lazar, Capital Public 
Radio president and general manager. 

Although students will not have direct 
access to the broadcast studios, Lazar men- 
tioned the various non-paid internships that 
are offered at Capital Public Radio. These 


include human resources, finance, engineer- 
ing, public relations, marketing, journalism 
and fund raising. 

Lazar ‘said that, traditionally, Sac State 
students have not taken advantage of the 
internship opportunities offered -at Capital 
Public Radio. 

“We have more students from other col- 
leges and high schools than Sac State stu- 
dents,” Lazar said. “We are criticized for not 
having enough (Sac State) students but we 
cannot force them to come in.” , 

KSSU Student Manager Rafael Chavez 
feels that Sacramento State President 
Alexander Gonzalez needs to address the issue 


of students not being allowed access to the 


CPR broadcast studios. 
Chavez acknowledges that CPR was orig- 
inally hired by the university to operate the sta- 


tion and was not obliged to deal with students. 

“Internships don’t do anything for you if 
you're never heard on the airways,” Chavez 
said. 

What is today Capital Public Radio origi- 
nally began as a student-operated radio sta- 
tion at Sac State in 1970 under the call letters 
KERS. 

The station received $9,700 a year in 


funding through the Sac _ State 
Communications Department and operated 
out of the theater arts building. 


In the late 1970’s, student access to the 
KERS broadcast studio was restricted. The 
station would eventually turn into what is 
today KXPR, now managed by Capital 
Public Radio.

Sacramento State’s outstanding alumni will be 
awarded on Thursday with the university’s highest 
honor. 

At the Distinguished Service Awards Dinner, 
Sac State President Alexander Gonzalez and 
Alumni Association President Jim Thyken will 
present each of the 10 recipients with a plaque, 
Director of Alumni Affairs Craig Perez said. 

The Alumni Association board members chose 
the recipients for a variety of reasons, such as 
achieving exceptional success in the workplace, 
earning positive recognition for Sac State and 
being significantly active in the community. 

“You know it when you see it,” Perez said, 
adding that the recipients’ diverse qualifications 
are so unique that they cannot be compared. 

Retired CIA agent Craig Johnson is among 
those being honored at the ceremony. Because of 
the secrecy shrouding his occupation, the Alumni 
Association only recently learned of his success. 

“For a long time, he was under the radar,” said 
Linda Scott, coordinator of alumni association 
events. ; 

Scott said that the alumni association did not 
know about Johnson’s government work until 
Johnson invited his fellow Sac State graduates to 
his retirement ceremony. 

During his career with the CIA, Johnson 
served as a staff officer, Special Agent-In-Charge 
and a mission manager. 

As a mission manager, Johnson worked to pro- 


_vide countermeasures after the domestic terrorism 


incident at Oklahoma City’s John E. Murray 
Building in Oklahoma City. 

During the recent Afghanistan and Iraq con- 
flicts, Johnson helped to provide the U.S. Armed 
Forces with tactical and strategic intelligence. 

Johnson, who retired in 2003, received the CIA 
Career Intelligence Award for his exceptional 
career. 

City councilmember Robbie Waters will also 
be honored at the. ceremony. Waters began his 
career with the Sacramento Police Department in 
1958, and assisted in the arrest of the person who 
would later be convicted for the attempted assas- 
sination of President Ford. 

Waters was elected to the Sacramento City 
Council in 1994, and was reelected in 1998 and 
2002. 

Teacher Mary Jane Young will be honored for 
her work with bilingual and migrant elementary 


students. This year, Young was named San 


Bernardino County Teacher of the Year, and com-, 
peted for the California Teacher of the Year award.’ 
Entrepreneur Ken Macias will also be honored, 


at the ceremony. Macias started an auditing com-. - 


pany that is now one of the largest in the United’ 
States. 

Former football coach and athletic director Ray 
Clemons will receive the Honorary Alumnus 
Award in recognition for his role as a “founding 
father” of Sac State, Perez said. This award is pre- 
sented to a person who did not attend Sac State but 


‘has provided the university with exceptional sup- 


port and service. 

In his 24 years of service at Sac State, Clemons 
served as head football coach, alumni associations 
director and athletic director. He retired in 1984. — 

Clemons was a “big picture person,” who 
enjoyed seeing students become involved in activ- 
ities at Sac State. q 

“Most students are not just there to study, but 
to do other activities,” Clemons said. 

Although he boasts one of the best coaching 
records for football at Sac State, he always consid-, 
ered other activities such as the cheerleaders and, 
the band as part of the football team, Perez said. 

“He was a family man, and that showed with, 
his involvement with the football team,” Scott 
said. 

Convinced that Sac State should take anaes 


tage of the nearby river, Clemons was involved 


with the conception and construction of Sac 
State’s Aquatic Center in 1981. He established the 
location, and later helped establish Sac Siate! s 
rowing team, Perez said. 3 

“He is one of those individuals (who) made! 
Sac State what it has become today,” Perez said. 
“He will definitely be remembered as someone 
who made this place different.” 

Other recipients of the Distinguished Service 
Awards are Sacramento artist Fred Dalkey, execu-' 


tive vice president with Cardinal Health Robin. - - 


Martial; Kayla Gillan, lawyer and activist against 
corporate scandals; Sacramento public relations! 
firm owner David Mering; Melba Mosher, retired’ 
teacher and fund-raiser for ranch workers; Scott 
Modell, creator of programs for people with dis-» 
abilities; and Pam Saltenberger, executive director:

tions, is $100 per individual campaigning. 
Directors are only able to spend $50 on 
their individual campaign including dona- 
tions. 

~ “T think it is very important for stu- 
dents to be aware of the guidelines that are 
there,” ASI President Peter Ucovich said. 
‘For example, posting and publicity 
guidelines, the guidelines as far as cam- 
paigning spending limits. If they have any 
questions about that I would encourage 
them to come by my office.” 

Candidates may not commence cam- 
paigning until their eligibility is deter- 
mined and the candidate has attended a 
workshop. 

' ASI requires candidates for all posi- 
tions to have a grade point average of 2.5 
or higher and maintain this throughout the 
period of their service. 

_ The election packed ‘states, “All stu- 
dent office holders must be matriculated 
at CSUS maintaining a minimum overall 
on campus grade point average ... must

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be in good standing, and must not be on 
probation of any kind.” 

Board of directors must have complet- 
ed six units, excluding summer and inter- 
session, in the semester prior to the semes- 
ter in which the election is held. They also 
must be enrolled in seven units or four 
graduate level units in the semester of the 
election and each semester they serve. 

President, executive vice president, 
vice president of finance and vice presi- 
dent of university affairs must have com- 
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pleted 45 overall semester units recog- 
nized by Sacramento State, 14 of those 
must be earned at Sac State in the year 
preceding the election. Six units must 
have been earned in the semester prior to 
the election semester, excluding summer 
and intersession. Candidates for president 
and vice president positions must meet the 
same requirements as the board of direc- 
tors. 

Ucovich welcomed students to run for 
office. 

“JT would encourage every student who 
wants to get involved to get involved,” 
Ucovich said. “Every student has the 
opportunity to win elected office.” 

David Diaz, a business senior, said he 
was unaware of the availability of the 
election packet and said that ASI needs to 
find better ways of publicizing the elec- 
tions. 

“J think the election process is good, 
but ASI fails to market and promote them- 
selves,” Diaz said. “This affects student 
participation.”

“T know students would get involved if 
they knew the process,” said Michelle 
Schultz, an early childhood development 
graduate student. 

International communications senior 
Basma Marmosh said she would be inter- 
ested in being a part of student govern- 
ment, but she was put off by how difficult 
it was to get things achieved. 

“I do feel that it is really important for 
students to have a bigger say, but honest- 
ly the bureaucratic complications make it 
difficult,’ Marmosh said. “If you want 
your voice heard you have to go through 
so many people and you are not guaran- 
teed anything.” 

Ucovich said that students may not be 
aware that the elections are coming up as

the official campaign period has not start- 
ed and once it does the ASI office of 
Governmental Affairs makes the elections 
very visible. 

“The office of governmental affairs 
does have budgeted specific (money) ... 
for the promotions of the elections as a 
non partisan group within ASI just simply 
to promote debates, forums, voter pam- 
phlets and the dates and the polling loca- 
tions on-campus,” Ucovich said. 

The election packet is currently being 
promoted on the ASI Web site and 
through student activities, Ucovich said. 
The packet lists all the available positions, 
including president, executive vice presi- 
dent, vice president of finance and vice 
president of university affairs. 

“Hopefully a candidate would already 
have some involvement in ASI before 
they run for office ... hopefully someone 
interested in any position ... has some 


idea in involving in that organization 
before they run for high level positions,” 
Ucovich said.

er agency, except pursuant to written request 
by, or with prior written consent of, the indi- 
vidual to whom the record pertains.” 

Wood said he did not give written consent 

to anyone to release his financial records to 
The State Hornet, and The State Hornet did 
not request such information. 
_ Rules regarding the use and release of 
financial records from Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Headquarters were unavailable before press 
time. 

Current president of Sigma Phi Epsilon, 
Andrew Singletary, had knowledge of the 
releasing of Wood’s records before it 
occurred. 

“TI am aware that (Wood’s) financial 
records were sent to The Hornet,” Singletary 
said. “I was aware before they were sent, but 
that is all I want to say.” 

j Current ASI President Peter Ucovich, who 
is also a member of the Sigma Phi Epsilon, 


declined to. comment when asked if he knew

who sent the anonymous letter. 

The financial records attached to the letter 
were a computer printout from the Web site of 
Omega Financial Inc. 

Omega is a third party collection agency 
fraternities can use to collect dues from mem- 
bers. Sigma Phi Epsilon uses Omega’s servic- 
es. 

Josh McGee, vice president of finance for 
Sigma Phi Epsilon, said that one must be a 
member of the fraternity with a working pass- 
word for the site to access such records 
through Omega’s Web site. This allows them 
to view their financial standing with the frater- 
nity, as well as that of other members. This is 
used as an incentive to stay out of debt, 
McGee said. ‘ 

McGee’s name appeared on the documents 
received by The State Hormet. His name 
would appear on any records accessed by a 
Sigma Phi Epsilon member through Omega 
because he is the vice president of finance, 
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McGee said he does not know who is 
responsible for disclosing Wood’s records to 
The Hornet. 

“My guess is that it could be someone who 
is upset with (Wood’s) debt and wants to see 
him pay it,’ McGee said. 

Singletary said Wood was expelled from 
the fraternity for outstanding debt. 

“After 30 days of unpaid dues, (members) 
receive a warning,” Singletary explained. 
“After 60 days (members) receive a suspen- 
sion. After 90 days, (members) are expelled.” 

Wood now belongs to the fraternity 
Epsilon Sigma Ro. 

According to the Interfraternity Council 
Constitution, a student is not allowed to join 
another Greek organization while still owing 
money to another. 

ASI elections are next month, but Wood 
has yet to officially announce whether or not 
he plans to run for office for the 2004-05 aca- 
demic year.

existence next month, a $10 fee increase per semester 
will begin fall 2004. =e 

ASI President Peter Ucovich said that President 
Alexander Gonzalez has committed $37 million to the 
project. Gonzalez plans to fund-raise $25 million and 
lease the facility in order to obtain the remaining 
money. - 

Students will begin paying the full $110 fee increase 
per academic period when the $25 million has been 
fund-raised and construction has started. 

“Students only start paying when we start building,” 
Davis said. 

Construction is tentatively set to begin during the 
2006-07 academic year. 

The University Union and the Student Health 
Center have committed $2 million to initiate the first 
phase of the project. 

At an emergency board meeting on March 18, the 
ASI Board of Directors voted to support the RWEC 
project. Ucovich said that ASI is committed to educat- 
ing the campus about the positive aspects that the 
RWEC could bring Sac State. 

“This (facility) is a one of a kind in the nation,” 
Ucovich said. “Bettering campus life will result in 
increasing graduation and retention rates.” 

Davis said that the 236,000 square foot facility, 
which will be located to the north of the Homet 
Stadium, consists of three interrelated components — 
recreation, wellness and events. 

The recreation center will include a 300-seat movie 
theater. Davis said that students will receive free admis- 
sion to the theater. 

Some additional features of the recreation center 


include a bowling center, a rock-climbing wall, an 
indoor pool, racquetball courts and three basketball 
courts. 

Nicole Sandlin, a graduate assistant who is in 
involved with Recreational Sports’ student activities, 
said that Sac State’s current facilities allow only five of 
Recreational Sports 5-on-5 basketball games to be 
played simultaneously. 

“The courts are the biggest thing, because with 
them we can run nine courts,” Sandlin said. 

Davis said that the social aspect of the recreation 
center is just as important as the fitness aspect. 

“Having the facility here will encourage people to 
get more involved,” Davis said. “It’s an opportunity for 
social interaction.” 

The wellness center will be equipped with an emer- 
gency service center, allowing injured students to be 
treated on campus rather than at a hospital. 

Other components of the wellness center include 
physical therapy, dental and optical care and therapeu- 
tic massages. Additionally, nursing students are expect- 
ed to be able to intern at the wellness center. 

The events center will consist of an 8,000-seat arena 


that will host graduations, concerts and guest speakers. 


Additionally, the wellness center will include a 7,000. 


square foot auxiliary gym. 

Students will use the RWEC for free, and alumni, 
faculty and staff will be able to buy a pass to use the 
facility. 

Sandlin said that the recreation, wellness and events 
aspects of the facility would benefit all students. 

“This facility will benefit students, whatever situa- 
tion they are in,” Sandlin said. “It’s not just for the ath- 
letes; it’s really for everyone.”

area a room instead of just anoth- 
er one of the many windows in 
Lassen Hall will make finding the 
Financial Aid Office less confusing 
for students. 

“We'd also like to get more 
comfortable seating for the recep- 
tion room,” Clemons said. 

She said the office would use 
the current furniture for now, but 
hopes to purchase a new set when 
they can afford it. 

Lovering said the Office of 
Admissions and Records wants to 
do a similar remodel, but can’t right 
now because of a tight budget. 

The Financial Aid Office is 
operating in its normal space on the 
first floor of Lassen Hall, while the 
workers remodel the reception 
area. The receptionists are using the 
two service windows next to the 
admissions and records windows 
until construction is complete. 

Lovering said Landmark 
Construction is performing the 
remodeling, as well as several other 
projects on campus. He said they 
were given a yearlong contract 
with the university worth roughly 
$1 million in construction. 





Lovering said the Financial Aid 
Oiffce remodel is costing the uni- 
versity approximately $73,000. He 
said his original estimate for the 
project was $45,000 because he 
had done a larger, but similar 
remodel in the past for $65,000. 

“We're not real good at esti- 
mates I guess,” Lovering said. 

He added that the reason it’s dif- 
ficult to estimate the cost of remod- 
els in Lassen Hall is that the build- 
ing at one time was the Sacramento 
State Library. Around 20 years ago 
its function was converted to stu- 
dent services. He said the building 
has had several internal alterations 
since then and provides many con- 
struction obstacles that are difficult 
to foresee. 

Lovering said Landmark 
Construction’s contract requires 
them to finish the project by April 
9, but said he thinks they’ ll be done 
on April 5. He said if they go past 
April 9, a process called “Tiquidat- 
ed damages” begins where the 
construction company pays the 
university $350 for each day it goes 
past its deadline. 

Lovering said that small jobs 
like this one normally finish on 


time and that liquidated damages 
usually come into play on larger 
projects. However, he said the real- 
ity of those projects is that the com- 
pany negotiates with the university 
by agreeing to not charge for extra 
services in exchange for a reduc- 
tion or elimination of liquidated 
damages. He added that the con- 
struction company typically comes 
out better on the deal. 

“The government 
loses,” Lovering said. 

Nursing junior Erika .Gomez 
said she has used the Financial Aid 
Office in the past and welcomes the 
opportunity to wait in an enclosed 
area. 

“Tt’s nice that I don’t have to be 
seen by other people,” Gomez said. 

Gomez said she appreciates the 
Financial Aid Office’s efforts, but 
thinks the $73,000 could have been 
better utilized to directly help stu- 
dents. 

“Maybe they could distribute 
that money to financial aid students 
to buy textbooks,” Gomez said. 

Clemons said the funding for 
the remodel came from the Student 
Affairs budget and was earmarked 
for campus improvement only.

armarking California’s community col- 

leges as a sort of extended prep school for 
would-be university students could be a great 
idea. The plan could help the financially 
stretched University of California and Califor- 
nia State University systems breathe a bit 
easier, and could ensure that more university 
students are well-prepared for the level of in- 
struction they should be receiving at this lev- 
el. It could also allow the universities to rebuild 
and restructure after the last few years of fi- 
nancial chaos, and enable the CSU Master 
Plan to survive. 

But questions persist as to what happens to 
the financially stretched community college 
system. Will student fees at that level double 
again the next two years? What about the 
possible political considerations — how will the 
university treat recruited student-athletes? 
They surely will not, be shipped. to Sacramen- 


to City College like a nonathlete with a.3.2 


GPA. Will special accommodations be made 
so they do not risk being sent to Sierra College 
for two years? 

There will be even harder questions to an- 
swer, as well: What role will diversity play in 
the redirection game? Will quotas be in effect 
for straight-to-university freshmen? Will this 
penalize the qualified but already well-repre- 
sented students the way the UC’s affirmative 
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action policy did? 

The state will have to make extra efforts to 
ensure smooth transitions between communi- 
ty colleges and the universities. But since 
Gray Davis and Amold Schwarzenegger have 
already decimated outreach programs, what 
guarantee is in place to ensure easy transi- 
tion for these redirected students? 

In the past, California’s community col- 
leges have helped epitomize the California 
dream — everyone can make it here. If ig- 
nored, the community college system will 
fall apart and the dream will be over. It will be- 
come a bunch of second-rate adult schools that 
do nothing for the future of the world. 

Community college officials have estimat- 
ed that 175,000 students have dropped out 
after last year’s fee hike from $11 to $18 per 
unit. Now the fees are likely to rise again to 
$26 per unit: How many studénts will leave 
at that point? 

Redirecting underclassmen to community 
colleges needs to be done responsibly. If it 
must farm out education, the state should 
guarantee that the affected students have 
enough resources to make sure they are ful- 
ly prepared when they move up to the univer- 
sities. For all of its potential promise, this 
plan provides more questions than answers.

Political correctness won't 
eliminate discrimination 


m from a small town in the 
Midwest where basketball — or

lies who just moved in to town, and

of policeménh, businessnien and 
even teachers from local schools. I 


grew up around people to whom 


being a race other than “white” was 
something to be ashamed of, an un- 
lucky assault of nature. Our well- 
meaning parents taught us to be 
overly sensitive to those of other 
races to the point of pity. 

When I moved to California, I 


was overwhelmed by the diversity: . 


According to the US Census Bu- 
reau, only 59 percent of people in 
Califomia are white, compared with 
around 75 percent of Midwestern- 
ers. It was uncomfortable for a 
while; I could never be sure how the 
different races would interact. What 
I didn’t realize at the time was just 
how different people’s mentalities 
are here. At first, it was so refresh- 
ing and eye-opening to be in this en- 
vironment. After awhile, though, 
I’ve started to notice people on the 
other end of the spectrum of bigotry. 

Sometimes political correctness 
is just as ignorance-ridden as 
racism. It’s as if calling someone 
“black” is an insult. To me, saying 





“people of color” is just as offensive 
as the N-word. This phrase sounds 
like more of an apology for not be- 
ifig White rather than a description 
of a tac’ of people: I's: h6Wwonder 
black people prefer their race to be 
referred to as “black.” Personally, 
I’d rather be called “white” than 
“devoid of color.” Coming from a 
place where racism can be readily 
witnessed on an everyday level, it is 
sad to see people who claim to be 
progressive tiptoe around the color 
of someone’s skin. 

Political correctness, while un- 
doubtedly well-intentioned in most 
cases, has caused us to be too eas- 
ily offended. As with women’s 
rights, there was a very obvious 
need for the civil rights movement 
in the past, and we should be proud 
with how far we’ve come. 

But can people take political 
correctness too far and use it to their 
advantage? I’ve heard it a thou- 
sand times: Someone claims they 
didn’t get a job because they aren’t 
white, aren’t male or aren’t young, 
rather than because they aren’t qual- 
ified. Is this bigotry on the part of

personal responsibility on the part of 
the potential employee? No one 
can deny that racism still exists, but 


there are so many ways to over- 
come it that it seems ridiculous to let 


_ it get to the point of a lawsuit. 


Of course, I have no idea what 
it’s like to be part of a minority race, 
just as I can’t judge someone’s par- 
enting because I have no children of 
my own. However, people who can. 
overcome the odds — those who use 
the mistreatment of others to fire 
their ambition — are heroes in my 
eyes. Being discriminated against 


for one’s race shouldn’t be over- . 


come by a lawsuit-.or other retalia- 
tion. The only way to truly win 
against cowards such as these is to 
prove them wrong; do whatever 
you can to become more than they 
ever thought possible. 

People are mistreated in Amer- 
ica every day for their race, reli- 
gion or gender. Also, there are peo- 
ple who receive scholarships, are 
accepted to great schools and are 
not fired from jobs —.despite poor 
performance — for the exact-same 
reasons. People now fear retalia- 
tion for discrimination, even if their 
race had nothing to do with the sit- 
uation. 

This overcompensation for past 
and present racism has led us to the 
point we are at today, where we 
have to watch our words and our 
backs. What a depressing situation 
to be in. And it’s nobody’s fault 
but our own.

- Thousands of community college students from 
all over California descended on the State Capitol 
March 15 to rally against Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s proposed 44 percent increase in 
tuition fees. 

The students marched Giapane and cheering 
from Raley Field to the steps of the Capitol building, 
where they gathered in the afternoon sun to protest 
raising community college fees from $18 to $26 a 
unit. 

Nora Kurdi rode a bus for seven hours from Irvine 


« Valley College and slept overnight in Sacramento to 


participate in the rally. 

“The budget should not be balanced on the back 
of students,” Kurdi said. “If we don’t come stand up 
for ourselves, who will?” 

The march was led by a colorful array of life-size 
mannequins, representing “missing students” from 
the colleges. It is estimated that 175,000 students will 
not attend community college this year because of 
budget cuts and higher tuition. 

“Tt is all about student rights. Education is our 
right,’ said Rey Resurreccion, a student from De 


_ Anza College in San Jose. “There should be no rea- 


son money is spent on the military and war, and they 
still raise our tuition.” 

Some students toted signs, many of which were 
anti-Schwarzenegger. “Steroid King Guts 
Education” read one sign, while another read “Conan 
Smash Evil Snake Cults, Not Our Education.” 

The crowd burst into cheers of “We want 
Arnold!’ several times during the rally, and at one 
point chanted “Recall. Two!” after a student speaker 
announced, “I know the governor knows what recall 
means. We need a sequel.’ 

The rally featured both student speakers and. 
politicians. 

State Treasurer Phil Angelides was introduced as 
the anti-terminator, and said that the governor’s pro- 
posals were wrong for California and for the econo- 
my. P 

‘Here we are, in the richest state in the wealthiest 
nation on earth,” Angelides said. “It is not fair to 
slash funding our community colleges, state colleges 
and universities that helped build California.” 

Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante told the crowd they 


‘had a right to protest. 


“Tt is your right to have access to affordable edu- 
cation and it is your right to be here today to demand 
that,” Bustamante said. “When working families are

is still work to do. By you being: here gel you help 
put a face on the budget cuts.” 

Although the governor makes recommendations 
on ways to help balance the state’s budget, it is ulti- 
mately up to the state legislature to hammer out the 
details of any proposal. 

The community college system consists of two- 
year public institutions that serve more than 2.9 mil- 
lion students on 109 college campuses statewide. 

The governor has also proposed redirecting first- 
time freshmen that are qualified to attend UC and 
CSU campuses to the community colleges instead to 
fulfill general education requirements. 

Many students attend community colleges for 
general education because of the inexpensive fees, 
and later transfer to the CSU or UC systems. Some 
fear that redirecting thousands of students to the 
community college will place more of a strain on the 
already impacted community college system, and 
possibly edge out some lower-income students who 
may not plan to transfer to a higher institution. 

“Tt isn’t right,” said Veronica Soto, a student at De 
Anza College. “It’s not just our education that is 
threatened, it’s our dreams.”

Long Beach State coach Pete Manarino said, “Those 
were the biggest plays of the game and it was nice to see 
a freshman make them.” 

The 49ers, revitalized after the close call in the top 
of the inning, took advantage of a couple of untimely 
Hornet errors in the bottom of the frame. 

Under international tie-breaker rules, Long Beach’s 
Lauren Johnson was placed on second base to start the 
inning and then advanced to third on a Ferguson wild 
pitch.

Deatherage surrendered just one walk and two oth- 
er Blackbirds reached via errors. 

“On the balls that were errors, I just pretended they 
were hits, but I really wasn’t sure if they’d be ruled 
hits or errors anyway,” Deatherage said. “It didn’t mat- 
ter, I knew they wouldn’t advance.” 

Hornets head coach Kathy Strahan was impressed 
by her ace’s performance. 

“She’s playing like a pro,” Strahan said. “She won’t 
bend, let alone break right now, she’s tough.” 

The offense did its part, taking advantage of Long Is- 
land’s errors in the field. Amanda Moreland, who went 
2-for-2 with a walk, got the Hornets on the scoreboard 
in the bottom of the second inning when a Long Island 
throwing error with the bases loaded allowed her to 
score. 

Sac State would get two more runs in the third inning 
when Lesley Mayhom singled to left field driving home 
Rojo, who had singled to open the inning. After May- 
horn stole second and Moreland walked, Deatherage 
came up with the bases loaded and hit a sacrifice fly to 
straightaway centerfield to score Jenni Friedrichs, who 
was pinch-running for designated player Erin Coyne. 
The Hornets would tack another run on in the bottom 
of the fifth when Moreland came around on a fielding 
error by Blackbird left fielder Sayde Marzolf. 

Combined with a 2-0 win earlier in the day against 
Purdue, the Hornets atoned for the losses they suffered 
against Iowa earlier in the week and began their tourna- 
ment on a roll. 

“Tt’s nice to get back on a winning streak and get back 
to .500,” Strahan said after the first day of games. “Now 

“we just need to launch beyond it. Iowa was a setback but 
I was happy that we came out and got these wins.” 

Brianne Ferguson, who picked up the win versus Pur- 
due was again the pitcher of record in the Hornets’ first 
game Saturday against Wisconsin and again went the 
distance, this time for a 3-0 shutout. 

Ferguson kept the Badger attack at bay, and wiggled 
her way out of jams in each of the first three innings 
when Wisconsin put a runner on third with just one 
out. Each time, the Ceres native came up with a time- 
ly ground ball out, either to herself or Rojo who had a 
breakout tournament at the plate, going 5-for-18 with a 
hit in all but one game. 

“A lot of different people did good things today and 
that helps the team out,’ Ferguson said. “Jess has stepped 
up the past few weeks, she’s batting so well and her de- 
fense has been great too.” 

Rojo transferred to Sac State from Western Illinois 
prior to last season and walked on to the softball team 
as a third baseman. After struggling for playing time last 
year, Rojo has flourished since being moved into the 
third spot in the batting order last week and now has the 
second best batting average on the team after getting her 
first plate appearances at the NIST last weekend in 
Sunnyvale.

campus, preferably in public so the students can be 
aware of their school’s history. 

“Tt was the most memorable time at Sac State.

Joel Jones received a Big Sky 
honorable mention averaging 12.3 
points per game. Brandon Guyton 
finished the year scoring a career- 
high 78 3-pointers, while Cedric 
Thompkins finished second in con- 
ference with 2.86 offensive rebounds 
per game. 

New players will be asked to fill 
the roles of the departing seniors. 
Additions to the team include redshirt 
freshman Jason Gilzene and Mark 
Schmidt. The 6-foot-9 Schmidt suf- 
fered a torn ACL while playing for 
Yuba College during the 2002-03 
season and still has three years of 
eligibility left.

Recruiting has not been entirely 
smooth.

The first things you notice are the grapes. They’re everywhere — the 

~hillsides, the valley floor and etched into the concrete walls that line Highway 

29. They symbolize the essence of the Napa Valley, and their cultivation re- 
sults in some of the best wines found anywhere in the world. 

People travel from around the globe to visit Napa and sample its wine culture, but a lot 
of Northern Californians don’t know about the resource they have in their own back- 
yard. : 

And despite the preponderance of high-end homes, vehicles and restaurants, Napa 

can also be 4 remarkably inexpensive — and beautiful — place for budget-minded stu- 

dents to visit for a day. Whether or not you consider yourself a die-hard “oenophile” 
(wine lover), the region has dining, shopping and sightseeing opportunities for students on 
even the most fixed income. 

Part of the valley’s immediate appeal is its proximity —:about 65 miles east of Sacramen- 
to, and only a short trip off of Interstate 80 from Fairfield. The short drive is perfect for a warm, 
early spring day, especially with the green hills still grassy from the rainy season. As you climb 
out of the Sacramento Valley and weave into the Napa Valley on Highway 29, the vineyards 
begin sprawling beautifully toward 
the horizon. 

After a trip through modern 
Napa, congested with strip malls and 
gas stations, the road narrows and 
winds close to the Napa River. Take 
one of any number of bridges west 
into historic downtown Napa. 

The first, most conspicuous es- 
tablishment across the river is the 
Hatt Building, which was converted 
two years ago to an inn, restaurant 
and general store with wine tasting 
and gourmet foods. At the Napa 
General Store, you can stop and pick 
up a couple of deli sandwiches for 
picnicking in the valley. A pair of 
large sandwiches can be boughit fort 
$15, and two half-sandwiches are, 
less than $10. 

You can also pick up beer, wine 
or soda at the Hatt Building and have 
lunch on a patio overlooking the riv- 
er. Store owner Jill Brandt says that 
most visitors to Napa are surprised to 
| discover a river running through the 

7 Se =cut city, and that people in Napa only re-

riverfront setting. 

“People always use the (Sacramen- 
to) river up in Old Sacramento,” Brandt says. “But it’s amazing that it’s taken 25 years for 
people in Napa to get on their feet after the valley was developed.” 

The city also has other riverside picnicking spots downtown, such as Veterans’ Memor- 
ial Park and Third and Main streets. You can also make a short drive out of Napa to have lunch 
in Skyline Park or on the shores of Lake Hennessey. 

Once downtown, however, parking is relatively easy to find. There are several free park- 
ing structures that flank the Napa Town Center, as well as scattered parking lots and street 
parking as well. 

If picnics aren’t your thing, you might stop for lunch at the excellent Pizza Azzurro, where 
a couple can fill up on salad and pizza for little more than $20. The restaurant also sells beer 
and has a full selection of — what else? — Napa valley wines. 

For the best Mexican food in the area, many locals drive 15 miles north of Napa to 
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Back Room Wines offers five different tastings for $10. 


Rutherford’s La Luna Market. At the back of the market is a taqueria where you’ ll spend no 
more than $6.29 on lunch, and whose legendary burritos cost between $4.99 and $5.99. 

Napa is loaded with an eclectic mix of inexpensive shops and stores, as well. The Bead- 
ed Nomad specializes in African and Asian beads and jewelry, offering thousands of bead styles 
for the do-it-yourself jeweler in you. Pleasures Unlimited on Second Street sells an unusu- 
al selection of adult-oriented novelties like “Total Bitch” hand cream and “Sparkling Mul- 
let” car and body wash. 

At Betty’s Girl Boutique, owner Kim Northrop sells vintage women’s clothing and ac- 
cessories for far less than you would pay to dress at a’shopping mall. She says’she frequents 
regional estate sales to find the best-quality merchandise, and that her customers travel from 
all over the state to browse her selection of apparel, shoes and purses. 

“Thave a lot of students who get their checks and want to treat themselves to something 
for under $20,” Northrop said. 

Of course, it’s impossible to forget those miles of vineyards, and their fruit that makes Napa 
tick in the first place. Students over 21 who do enjoy an occasional glass of wine (and who 
bring along a designated driver) can conceivably attend tastings around the area all day for 
$10 to $20. 

Starting in April, you can purchase a $15 passport that allows you to taste wines at ten dif- 
ferent rooms around downtown Napa. Back Room Wines offers periodic “blow outs” dur- 
ing which visitors can partake of four or five regional wines for $10 per person, while Napa 
Wine Merchant often supplies passes for free winery tastings when you sample wines in the 
tasting room. If you can identify who said the “quote of the day” on the sign outside the door, 
the entire tasting is free of charge. 

Another way to spend the day is to make the drive north on Highway 29, out of Napa and 
into the towns of Yountville, Rutherford and St. Helena. You can cut east through Calistoga 
and travel back down the other side of the valley, stopping in at any of the dozens of winer- 
ies that line the Silverado Trail. 

“The drive is so magnificent,” says Napa Wine Merchant owner Thrace Bromberger, who’s 
also the namesake of a wine she samples in her tasting room. “It’s why all of us moved here.” 

And while you may not be in a position.to relocate to the Napa Valley anytime soon, you’re 
always in a position to make a relaxing— and inexpensive — day enjoying what it has to of- 
fer.

It seems politics is a dish best served with 
cream and sugar; at least it is for Sacramento 
State students. 

Ads have been posted throughout the uni- 
versity inviting people to join in on the lively con- 
versations that take place at the Baghdad Café, 
nestled just off the pedestrian bridge near Sac 
State. 

The monthly meetings, which are titled “Cof- 
fee and Politics,” began last semester. 

“We wanted a place where people could just 
talk,” said John Kincaid, a senior at Sac State. 
Kincaid said that he has been active in politics for 
many years and has been attending “Coffee and 
Politics” on a regular basis. 

The crowd at the café mainly consists of stu- 
dents from Campus Peace Action, a political 
activist group at Sac State, which pushes a lib- 
eral agenda. However, those in attendance said 
that the idea behind “Coffee and Politics,” is to 
include everyone regardless of political affilia- 
tion. 

“A lot of people drop by after their classes,” 


said Heather Woodford, a Sac State senior and 
president of Campus Peace Action. 

Meeting regulars said that the first “Coffee 
and Politics” event attracted about 30 students, 
but attendance varies. At the café, students en- 
gage in a range of issues dealing with both na- 
tional and local concerns. 

Common topics include the budget crisis 
facing California and the situation in Iraq. Fliers 
are also spread across various tables at the event, 
helping to keep students informed about up- 
coming political activities. 

Not everyone that visits “Coffee and Politics” 
is a political expert or a government major. Doug 
Sapola, a student at Sac State and president of the 
Philosophy Club, added to the politicai conver- 
sation of the night with a philosophical perspec- 
tive. 

“Tm trying to get more involved in politics,” 
Sapola said. 

Many college-aged citizens throughout the 
country have a reputation for being uninterest- 
ed in politics. According to a recent survey com- 
pleted by the U.S. Census Bureau, citizens be- 
tween the ages of 18-24 are less likely to vote 
compared to all eligible age groups. 


“Many (people between the ages of) 18-24 
are in a transitional stage where things are less 
defined,” said Sac State professor Ken Debow, 
who instructs students in government. “Many 
who don’t vote now will later, when they have 
a clearer self-definition of their stakes in the po- 
litical game.” 

Kincaid believes that students are becoming 
more politically aware of problems that matter 
to them. He cites issues like fee increases as 
subjects that resonate with students. 

“Students can’t avoid (politics) cause it’s 
coming right to their front door,” Kincaid said. 

Students at “Coffee and Politics” talked about 
the proposed fee increases among other issues. 
For Sac State senior Lesley McCann, the event 
offers an opportunity to address problems she 
would normally only read about. 

“Every person has their own special issue 
that they’re concerned about,” McCann said. 

Those at the cafe hope that forums like “Cof- 
fee and Politics” will help encourage greater 
political interest among Sac State students. 

The group plans to meet again at the same lo- 
cation at 7 p.m. on Monday, April 20.

Katherine Venturelli’s show “Universal Language” 
opening tonight at the University Union Gallery is 
one of sublime subtlety. A recipient of the R. Bell 
Printmaking fellowship, Venturelli proves her skill. 
“Universal Language” uses the mediums of paper and 
copper to explore symbolic messages. 

“We communicate on personal, cultural and spiri- 
tual levels with messages which manifest as symbols,” 
Venturelli writes in her statement. “My intent is to 
‘look’ at the meanings of these varied communica- 
tions.” 

“Symbol I” is such a piece. A triangle sits within a 
reddish box, superimposed upon scribbled notations of 
a mathematician.

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To be or not to be...in Hamlet 
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Ending forgetful in ‘Spotless Mind’

Sometimes a buzz surrounds a movie for the right 
reasons: the actors are sharp, the cinematography is art- 
ful, the writing is witty, the scenery is moving. Some- 
times, however, those things cannot save even the 
most promising of films. Such is the case for Michael 
Gondry’s newest movie, “Eternal Sun- 
shine of the Spotless Mind,” starring 
Kate Winslet and Jim Carrey. 

The concept is intriguing: two 
lovers, unhappy with their relationship, 
opt to undergo a procedure that erases 
selected memories in their minds — 
memories they have of each other. It is 
an overnight process, during which time the technicians 
of the procedure watch over the patient as he sleeps, 
erasing memories as they pop up on their brain radar. 
Carrey’s character, Joel Barish, realizes during the 
procedure that he does not, in fact, want his memories 
of Winslet’s character, Clementine, removed. 
_ Almost the entirety of the movie is inside Joel’s 
head, during the evening of erasing. Unlike most films 
that rely on a cohesive story to develop characters, 
“Sunshine” uses compiled snapshots to do so. Joel’s 
memories glide by on screen, allowing the audience to 
make their own interpretations as to the motivations of 
each character. 

Possibilities for thematic greatness abound. First and

foremost, the film can be a tribute to the old adage, “Tis 


better to have loved and lost than to have never have 
loved at all.” Even though Joel’s memories are some- 
times painful, he would prefer to retain the knowl- 
edge that he felt as happy as Clementine originally 
made him. The film is wrought with scenes from their 
relationship — moments that are touching both visual- 
ly and emotionally.

These are things you think of after the movie, if you 
bother to think back on it at all. The truth is, the film 
is mostly driven by its style, which consists of fast- 
paced editing and picturesque cinematography. The 
lighting and angles create a definite mood, as does 
the sometimes overdone acting by Carrey. 

Gondry’s style in filmmaking is obviously affect- 
ed by his previous experience — he’s 
made music videos for the likes of 
Chemical Brothers and Bjork. He is 
good at creating a feeling through vi- 
suals, but the film fails to come to- 
gether as anything truly powerful. 
The film relies too heavily on show-’ 
ing memories to develop characters. 
Despite the emotion of the actors, the audience gets no 
real sense of who they are. More importantly, there is 
nothing that creates sympathy for the couple. Their re- 
lationship seems to have started as an idyll, to have end- 
ed bitterly — typical boring love stuff. 

Actually, even this could have been overcome — this 
could have been just a nice, shallow art flick. Unfor- 
tunately, the novelty of the concept wears off. In fact, 
the memory-driven plot eventually goes too far. The re- 
sult is jarring. The momentum is lost. It doesn’t even 
matter that the story ends with a complete cop-out.

Students will go ‘mad’ for songs 


and gags in

Give a man a fish and you feed him for a day; teach 
aman to fish and you feed him for a lifetime. Robert Frost 
said it best, and possibly could have applied it to Kyle 
Richlin, the lead of the musical, playing at Sacramento 
State, “Crazy For You.” 

You give Richlin a tape of Mikhail Baryshnikov’s 


finest two-steps and Gene Kelly’s “Singin’ in the Rain” ° 


and you entertain him for a night; you give him a pair of 
tap shoes and a microphone and you give the world a 
bright star about to shine. 

Easily the most talented actor I’ve ever seen live, 
Richlin dishes, out lines that you can watch over and 
over and still not understand how he 


does it so flawlessly. Every line is on, 


crystal clear with every word he says. Not 
a tap-step is missed and not a note is too 
high or low throughout his many solos. 
Richlin was born to act, sing and do it all. 
He was made for the stage and never 
disappoints once, even though he faces 
the treacherous challenge of playing two 
characters throughout the entirety of the 
musical: 
“Crazy for You” was written by play- 
wright Ken Ludwig and was spun from 
the original musical “Girl Crazy,” which 
featured some of the same tracks written 
by the brothers Gershwin that Ludwig 
later carried over to use in “Crazy For 
You.” The musical, accompanied by an 
energized and jubilant pit-orchestra, di- 
rected and choreographed by Ed Bra- 
ZO, is now playing in the University The- 
ater, Shasta Hall. 
“Crazy For You’ is the play-lover’s 
play, a light-hearted and humorous slice 
of life that ties in “I Love Lucy” — like 
goofs and gaffs, along with roundabout 
situational humor that has the crowd fil 
bouncing with laughter. The off-center’ 


deception of your own reality and that 
love is so deceiving, blind and aware all 
at the same time. Yet Richlin’s character, 
Bobby Child, proves that in the end, 
your heart will lead you to where you be- 


thing honest and real will always pre- 
vail. 

Though a feathery comedy, “Crazy 
For You” has the audience placing them- 
selves in the shoes of both Bobby and 
Polly Baker, played by Tiffany Jensen. 
We want to be'them for the time being; 
we want to say, “Hey Bobby, just tell 
her you love her’ or “C’mon Polly, just 
give in!” Without the propensity of the 
characters trying to relate to us and hop- 
ing we root them on, “Crazy For You” 
would be as pedestrian as your local high 
school production of “Romeo and Juli- 
et.” The “tug-on-our-heart-strings-by- 
relating-to-us’ aspect is what reels you in, 
but is unfortunately severed by the 10-

errole, he is very well complemented, not 
completed, by Jensen, the independent 
cowgirl love he finds while trying to dis- 
tance himself from his over-bearing, 
money-crazed mother and suffocating 
fiancé who lives in New York.
